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Murder trial 
starts today 

Washington County jurors will decide 
Kathleen Wise’s fate

The Campbellsville woman 
accused of killing her husband 
with a morphine overdose will 
face a jury today. 

Prosecutors and defense attor¬ 
neys are releasing little infor¬ 
mation about the trial, however, 
which is set to begin at 8:30 a.m. 
in Washington Circuit Court 
before Taylor Circuit Court 
Judge Dan Kelly. 

Kathleen Wise, 61, of 4203 
Bengal Road, was indicted in 
July 2011 by a Taylor County 
grand jury and charged with the 
first-degree murder of her hus¬ 
band, Joseph. If convicted, she 
faces as much as life in prison. 

She has pleaded not guilty to 
the crime, and the prosecution 
has said it will not seek the death 
penalty. 


According to 
court records, 

Wise allegedly 
admitted to Tay¬ 
lor County Sher¬ 
iffs deputies and 
a detective that 
she added liquid 
morphine to her 
husband’s drink¬ 
ing water June 7, 

2011. He died the following day. 

Wise’s attorney, William Butler 
of Louisville, has said that Wise 
denies killing her husband. 

Kelly recently approved a 
request to move Wise’s trial from 
Taylor County to Washington 
County after Wise said she 
believes she might not get a fair 
trial in Taylor County because of 
pretrial publicity. The prosecu¬ 
tion disagreed.

A push for a statewide smoking 
ban in public places is getting 
some help from Campbellsville 
residents. 

The Smoke Free Kentucky 
group is pushing for legislators 
to approve a ban on smoking in 
all public places in Kentucky. 
And Campbellsville is one of the 
group’s stops in its grassroots 
effort to gain support. 

According to Campbellsville 
native Jamie Ennis Bloyd, the 
grassroots director of Smoke 
Free Kentucky, the group is 
made up of the American Heart 
Association, American Lung 
Association, American Cancer 
Society and the Campaign for 
Tobacco Free Kids. More than 
245 Kentucky businesses and 
organizations, representing 
more than 700,000 individuals, 


have also signed on in pledge of 
their support. 

Among the list of organizations 
supporting the initiative include 
Taylor County Board of Health, 
Taylor County Head Start, Tay¬ 
lor County Public Library, Tay¬ 
lor Regional Hospital and Camp- 
bellsville/Taylor County Anti- 
Drug Coalition. 

“We are doing targeted grass¬ 
roots events throughout the state 
to spread the message about why 
smoke-free policy is good for the 
health of our citizens, but also 
good for business,” Bloyd stated 
in an email. 

Betsy Berns Janes, campaign 
coordinator for Smoke Free Ken¬ 
tucky and advocacy director for 
the American Lung Association 
in Kentucky, said the Smoke 
Free group did a poll in 2010 
that showed that 60 percent of

She didn’t ask for the traditional 
birthday party. She wanted to 
jump out of an airplane. 

“It is something I’ve always 
wanted to do,” Christen Johnson 
said. “I like doing adventurous 
things. 

“It just looked fun.” 

Both self-proclaimed adventur¬ 
ous people, Christen and her 
father, David, went skydiving in 


Elizabethtown on her birthday, 
June 30, to celebrate her turning 
18. 

Johnson, worship pastor at Camp¬ 
bellsville Baptist Church, said his 
daughter first asked to go skydiv¬ 
ing for her 17th birthday, but had 
to wait until her 18th. 

He had wanted to jump out of a 
plane until he was 45, he said. At 
that point, he said, he thought he 
probably never would. 

“When she asked, T said abso¬ 
lutely. Sure.’” 

The Johnsons jumped out of a 
Cessna 210 at 10,000 feet. The free 
fall lasted 30 seconds. 


“But it felt like 10, if even that,” 
Christen said. 

Describing the experience is 
easy, the Johnsons say. 

“Amazing,” Christen said. “It 
was awesome.” 

“Surreal maybe,” Johnson said. 
“Neither of us got any kind of 
adrenaline rush, which was kind 
of weird.” 

He said he remembers losing 
perception of time and space while 
free falling. And while a person 
may know they are falling at 120 
mph, Christen said, knowing when 
they will land is difficult.

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Tomer sentenced for raping 8-year-old 


Sentenced to probation, ordered to serve 
180 days in jail for 1999 crime

A Florence man will reg¬ 
ister as a sex offender and 
spend 141 days in jail for 
having sex with an 8-year- 
old girl in Taylor County 

Gilbert J. Tomer, 32, of 
3960 Wynnbrook Drive 
#67, was indicted by a 
Taylor County grand jury 
last August and charged 
with the first-degree rape 
of a girl younger than 12. 

Tomer appeared before 
Taylor Circuit Court 
Judge Dan Kelly in May 
and pleaded guilty to an 
amended charge of first- 
degree unlawful transac¬ 
tion with a minor. Court 
records state the charge 
was amended to reflect 
Kentucky law as it was 
written in 1999. 


On Tuesday, Tomer 
appeared before Kelly 
and was sentenced to five 
years’ probation and 
ordered to serve 180 days 
in jail, though he was 
given credit for having 
already served 39 days. 

Tomer was also ordered 
to register as a sex offend¬ 
er and attend sex offender 
treatment. Court records 
don’t state how long Tomer 
will have to register. 

Assistant Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney John 
Miller said the case 
against Tomer was 
resolved during a media¬ 
tion conference. 

“The victim fully partic¬ 
ipated in the process and 
she agreed to the resolu¬ 
tion in this case,” he stat¬ 
ed in an emailed 
response. 


“The commonwealth and 
the victim shared a pri¬ 
mary goal, which was to 
protect the public and see 
that the defendant had to 
register as a sex offender. 
From our side of the table, 
our primary goal was 
accomplished through 
this agreement.” 

Court records state 
Tomer was scheduled to 
surrender himself to the 
Taylor County Detention 
Center on July 10 to begin 
serving the 180-day jail 
sentence. 

According to court 
records, Tomer allegedly 
committed the crime 
sometime between Jan. 1, 
1999, and Dec. 13, 1999. 
Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Detective Brian Pickard 
investigated. 

The victim in the case 
gave a written statement 
about the incident, which 
was entered into court 
records. According to the 


statement, 
the girl, 
who was 8 
years old 
at the time, 
was stay¬ 
ing with a 
family 
member 
one night 
in 1999. 

Tomer was also staying at 
the home. 

The girl stated that 
Tomer sat with her while 
she was trying to go to 
sleep but woke her by 
touching her inappropri¬ 
ately. 

Tomer allegedly told the 
girl to be quiet or he would 
hurt her and then pro¬ 
ceeded to have sex with 
her. The girl told investi¬ 
gators that she hadn’t seen 
Tomer since the incident. 

If convicted by a jury, 
Tomer could have been 
sentenced to as much as 
life in prison.

Local officers honored for seat belt enforcement 


CPD officers Perian and Jewell, TC sheriffs 
deputy Dickens recognized by Highway Safety 


The Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety recently 
honored 126 law enforce¬ 
ment officers, including 
several from Taylor Coun¬ 
ty, from 123 agencies 
across the commonwealth 
for their efforts to increase 
the use of seat belts and 
child restraints. 

Campbellsville Police 
Officers Scotty Perian and 
Ryan Jewell were honored, 
as was Taylor County Sher¬ 
iff’s Deputy Mark Dick¬ 
ens. 

The second annual Gov¬ 
ernor’s Occupant Protec¬ 
tion Awards ceremony was 


at the Hilton Lexington/ 
Downtown Hotel. Awards 
were presented to officers 
with the most occupant 
protection citations in each 
agency and division. There 
are six divisions, broken 
down according to the 
number of officers within 
the agency, plus a division 
for Kentucky State Police. 

“Despite a wealth of data 
showing that seat belts and 
child restraints save lives, 
each year hundreds of 
unrestrained motorists 
lose their lives on Ken¬ 
tucky roadways,” said 
KOHS Director Bill Bell, 


who presented the awards. 
“These officers, their 
departments and agencies 
render a great service for 
public safety by enforcing 
our occupant protection 
laws.” 

There were 721 total 
highway fatalities in Ken¬ 
tucky in 2011 with 576 
killed in motor vehicles. 
Fifty-eight percent of those 
killed in motor vehicles 
were not wearing a seat 
belt. 

“Our law enforcement is 
making a difference, as 
Kentucky’s seat belt usage 
rate increased by 1.5 per¬ 
centage points in 2012 - to 
83.7 percent from 82.2 per¬ 
cent in 2011,” Bell said. 
“However, there is still a 


great deal of work to be 
done. One fatality is too 
many.” 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, seat belts, 
when worn correctly, are 
proven to reduce the risk 
of fatal injury to front-seat 
occupants by 45 percent 
and by 60 percent in pick¬ 
up trucks, SUVs and mini- 
vans. Also according to 
NHTSA, child restraints 
reduce the risk of fatal 
injury by 71 percent for 
infants and by 54 percent 
for toddlers in passenger 
cars and by 58 percent and 
59 percent, respectively, in 
light trucks.

Motorists throughout the 
state may do a double take 
this summer as the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police begin 
rolling out new cruisers 
with an updated look. The 
agency is transitioning 
from the Ford Crown Vic¬ 
toria, which is no longer 
being made, to the 2012 
Chevrolet Caprice Police 
Patrol Vehicle. 

KSP recently purchased 
125 of the vehicles, 100 in 
traditional gray and 25 in 
tan for use by its Commer¬ 
cial Vehicle Enforcement 
Division, to begin replac¬ 
ing its aging fleet of 2004 


to 2010 model Fords. “Our 
current fleet is subject to a 
rigorous maintenance 
schedule designed to 
extend the working life of 
each vehicle as much as 
possible,” said KSP Com¬ 
missioner Rodney Brewer. 
“However, law enforce¬ 
ment applications are 
extremely hard on vehi¬ 
cles. To ensure that our 
officers can continue to 
respond to public needs in 
a safe and effective way, 
we’ll be updating our fleet 
on a soft conversion basis 
as current vehicles wear 
out beyond repair and as 


funding becomes avail¬ 
able.” The Caprice PPV is 
a full-size, rear-wheel 
drive sedan developed 
exclusively for the U.S. 
law enforcement market. 


It features a six-liter, 355 
horsepower, V-8 engine 
that provides the high 
performance needed to 
meet all the agency’s 
needs.

CU helps the environment, saves on energy costs 


Performs solo at the 
Basilica of Saint 
Maria Sopra Minerva 

A Campbellsville resi¬ 
dent was among a group of 
Lindsey Wilson College 
students that recently took 
a musical journey of a life¬ 
time. The 13 LWC students 
participated in the Rome 
International Choral Festi¬ 
val in late June. 

The LWC students, 
including Chelsea Pike of 
Campbellsville, joined 
more than 150 other Amer¬ 
ican singers to give con¬ 
certs at St. Peter’s Basilica 
and the Basilica of Saint 
Maria Sopra Minerva. 

“It’s really hard to put 
into words what this expe¬ 
rience means to our stu¬ 
dents and choral program,” 
said LWC Associate Pro¬ 
fessor of Music and Direc¬ 
tor of Choral Programs 
Gerald Chafin, who led the 
tour. “It was such a tre¬ 
mendous experience that 
broadened our students’ 
perspectives in innumera¬ 
ble ways.” 

Adding to the experience 
for the LWC group was 
that Pike was invited to 
perform a solo at a perfor¬ 
mance at the Basilica of 
Saint Maria Sopra Miner¬ 
va in Rome. 

The LWC group also 
toured Lugano, Switzer¬ 


land, as well as the Italian 
cities of Florence, Milan, 
Rome, Siena, Venice and 
Verona. 

Some of the famous sights 
the LWC group explored 
included the balcony in 
Verona mentioned in Wil¬ 
liam Shakespeare’s 
“Romeo and Juliet,” 
ancient Roman ruins and 
the Vatican City. They also 
saw Pope Benedict XVI 
from a couple hundred 
yards when the pontiff 


made a public appearance 
to attend the funeral of a 
Vatican official. 

LWC had a total of 15 
voices in the 172-member 
choir, including the 13 
LWC students and alum¬ 
nus Tyler McCubbins and 
Gerald Chafin. 

To make the trip the stu¬ 
dents paid a good portion 
of the cost with the remain¬ 
der covered by donations 
from LWC alumni and 
friends.

Campbellsville University is 
using more and more “green” 
initiatives to use resources 
more effectively. 

CU, in construction of new 
residence halls and in how 
energy is used daily, is fostering 
a sense of earth stewardship in 
all that is done on campus. 

“Campbellsville University 
strives to use our environmental 
resources wisely and to God’s 
glory,” Dr. Michael V. Carter, 
president of CU, said. “Our stra¬ 
tegic plan calls for us to always 
evaluate energy consumption on 
campus and to develop a plan for 
generating greater efficiency 
and savings,” he said. 

A new men’s residence village 
will be open in August and will 
offer many energy initiatives, 
including 2x6 construction 


allowing for better insulated 
walls, R40 insulation in all roof 
areas, high efficiency HVAC 
equipment, programmable 
thermostats, high efficiency 
water heaters, water saving toi¬ 
lets, faucets and showers heads, 
compact fluorescent lighting 
and high efficiency windows. 

One of the most environmental 
friendly components is a compli¬ 
cated watershed system on the 
men’s villages that have had 
numerous environmental factors, 
according to Steve Morris, direc¬ 
tor of maintenance operations. 

The university has imple¬ 
mented an underground reten¬ 
tion system, which stores 
about 10,000 gallons of water 
collected from run-off on cam¬ 
pus. This provides control of 
water being discharged into 
Buckhorn Creek and also 
serves as water storage for the 
university’s irrigation system. 

Marion Hall, director of spe¬ 
cial projects, said based on the 
water conservation plan that has 
been completed, the university 


is saving more than 600,000 gal¬ 
lons of water monthly with the 
same amount saved in sewage 
costs. Cost is based on usage. 

“Savings in all of the areas 
in which the plan was imple¬ 
mented should be around 47 
percent compared to earlier 
usage amounts,” Hall said. 

Hall and Otto Tennant, vice 
president for finance and 
administration, have worked 
across campus in lighting, bal¬ 
last, toilets, urinals, heating 
and air conditioning, to provide 
additional energy savings. 

Hall said the university is using 
high efficiency HVAC systems that 
should be saving CU about 40 per¬ 
cent in gas and electric costs.New 
LED lights are being used around 
campus which produce a reduction 
in electricity, according to Tennant. 
Rob Roberts, director of landscape 
development, is using paving stones 
instead of hard-surface materials 
like concrete or blacktop. The stones 
allow water to seep beneath the 
surface instead of running off into 
the city storm system.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities 
in Need of Special Education or 504 Services 

Child Find 

The Taylor County School District keeps educational records in a secure 
location in each school and Board office. 

The Taylor County School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending postsecondary institution), 
before disclosing personally identifiable information to an entity or 
individual not authorized to receive it under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, 
educational records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when 
they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. 
The Taylor County School District may destroy the educational records of a 
child without parent request (5) five years after they are no longer needed 
to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised that data 
contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits 
or other purposes. The Taylor County School District may retain, for an 
indefinite period of time, a record of the student’s name, address, 
telephone number, grades, attendance records, classes attended, grade 
level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with 
disabilities who have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, 
emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, mental disability, 
multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impairment, 
specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need 
Special Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public 
elementary and secondary education program who have a current physical 
or mental impairment that currently substantially limits some major life 
activity which causes the student’s ability to access the school 
environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- 
and four-year old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old 
children who are at-risk, as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. 
Preschool children eligible for special education must have an Individual 
Education Plan (IEP) instead of 504 plan to receive State-Funded 
Preschool program services. 

The Taylor County School District has an ongoing “Child Find” system, 
which is designed to locate, identify, and evaluate any child residing in a 
home, facility, or residence within its geographical boundaries, age three 
(3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and be in need of 
Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who are not in 
school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are 
highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those 
who are advancing from grade to grade, who may need but are not 
receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “Child Find” system includes children with disabilities 
attending private or home schools within the school district boundaries 
who may need special education services. 

The Taylor County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its 
district who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of 
how severe the disability, is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 
services at no cost to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned 
citizens are urged to help the Taylor County School District find any child 
who may have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. 
The District needs to know the name and age, or date of birth of the child, 
the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; the 
possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education 
or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Taylor County School 
District collects the information needed. The information the school District 
collects will be used to contact the parents of the child and find out if the 
child needs to be evaluated or referred for Special Education or 504 
services.

School District, who may have a disability, and may need but is not 
receiving Special Education or 504 services, please call Taylor County 
Schools or send the information to:

“Child Find” activities will continue throughout the school year. As part of 
these efforts the Taylor County School District will use screening 
information, student records, and basic assessment information it collects 
on all children in the District to help locate those children who have a 
disability and need Special Education or 504 services.

The trial will begin with 
jury selection and then 
move to opening state¬ 
ments and witness testi¬ 
mony. 

Court records state that 
officials have asked that 
Wise be transported from 
the Taylor County Deten¬ 
tion Center, where she is 
currently housed, to the 
Washington County Judi¬ 
cial Center today and 
tomorrow. 

Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Tim Cocanougher, the 
prosecutor in the case, said 
letters were mailed to 120 
potential jurors in Wash¬ 
ington County. He said the 
trial is set to take two to 
three days. 

Cocanougher declined to 
comment on whether Wise 
will testify in her own 
defense. He also declined 
to comment on whether he 
believes the prosecution

has a strong case against 
Wise. Cocanougher did not 
reveal how many witness¬ 
es he intends on calling, 
though court records state 
that about 10 were added 
and subpoenaed last week. 

Butler did not return 
phone calls and emails 
from the News-Journal 
office to comment for this 
story. 

According to court 
records, the prosecution 
and defense have attempt¬ 
ed to mediate the case but 
were unsuccessful. 

Wise was first scheduled 
to face a jury of her peers 
in May. However, her trial 
was rescheduled after a 
witness wasn’t available to 
testify. 

Wise is a former regis¬ 
tered nurse at Medco Nurs¬ 
ing Home, now Campbells- 
ville Nursing and Rehabil¬ 
itation Center. The crimi¬ 


nal charge against Wise 
stems from a toxicology 
investigation into her hus¬ 
band’s death. Mr. Wise 
died June 8, 2011, from a 
supposed heart attack. 
Routine toxicology tests 
revealed he consumed a 
fatal dose of morphine. 

Taylor County Coroner 
Terry Dabney gave the 
toxicology reports to the 
Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Office and deputies began 
investigating. 

Court records state that a 
toxicology report found 
5,738 ng/ml of morphine in 
Joseph Wise’s blood and 
1,359 ng/ml in his urine. 
The normal therapeutic 
ranges, according to court 
records, are from 10 to 80 
ng/ml.

‘‘Because when you’re 
going down, you can’t tell 
if the ground is getting 
closer,” she said. 

Johnson said his pulse 
accelerated as the plane 
continued to climb higher, 
but that was nothing like 
what he had imagined. 

Neither said they were 
scared to jump, but John¬ 
son said it was a bit scary 
to see his youngest daugh¬ 
ter sitting on the edge of a 
small airplane, ready to 
jump. 

“She was sitting on the 
edge of the plane, and then 
she was gone,” he said. 

Christen said she 
describes that as her dad’s 
“father moment” of the 
experience. 

The Johnsons had about a 
half hour of training before 
jumping and learned to be 
ready to pull their ripcord 
at 5,000 feet and how to 
correctly exit the air¬ 
plane. 

During the free fall, the 
instructors who jumped 
with the Johnsons got them 
to circle each other in the 
air. 


“That was kind of cool,” 
Christen said. “You really 
don’t think of yourself as 
being high.” 

She said she remembers 
sitting in the plane and 
watching as it got higher 
and higher. Christen asked 
once how high they were 
and was told they were 
only a quarter of the way 
there. 

“The closer I got to 10,000 
feet, I was like, ‘OK, what 
am I doing?”’ 

Christen’s landing was 
perfect, but her dad had to 
slide a bit when he landed. 

She says she wanted to 
skydive with her dad 
because she knew he would 
be willing to do it with 
her. 

“I don’t think I would 
have done it if he didn’t 
want to,” she said. “I knew 
he’d do it.” 

Johnson said his other 
daughters asked for par¬ 
ties with cake and ice 
cream for their birthdays. 

“And Christen wants to 
jump out of a plane,” he 
said. “Everybody got what 
they wanted.” 


The Johnsons say they 
spend as much time togeth¬ 
er as they can, especially 
now that Christen will be 
leaving for college soon. 

“We’re a close family,” 
Johnson said. 

Christen graduated from 
Campbellsville High 
School in May. She will 
attend Murray State Uni¬ 
versity in the fall to study 
art. 

“And now she grows up,” 
Johnson said. “Jumping 
out of an airplane is easy. 
Living’s tough.” 

The Johnsons said those 
who don’t know them well 
might be surprised to learn 
that they went skydiving, 
but not those close to them. 
And they say they would 
both do it again. 

Johnson said, “But if I 
never do it again, I can say 
I’ve done it. At least 
once.” 

Christen said her dad 
being willing to jump out 
of a plane proves how much 
of a cool dad he is. But that 
isn’t news to her. 

“He’s always been a cool 
dad,” she said. 


Ban l Statewide smoking ban sought 


those participating sup¬ 
port a statewide smoke - 
free law. 

The Smoke Free Ken¬ 
tucky group began in 
2009, Janes said, after 
Senate President David 
Williams introduced the 
idea of a statewide smoke - 
free law. 

In support of the law, 
State Rep. Susan 
Westrom, D-Fayette, 
introduced a comprehen¬ 
sive statewide smoke-free 
bill in 2011 and during 
this past legislative ses¬ 
sion. The measures 
weren’t approved, though 
Janes says Westrom 
intends to file another bill 
next legislative session, 
which begins in January. 

“We aim to pass a state¬ 
wide smoke-free bill that 
covers all indoor work¬ 
places and public places, 
including bars and res¬ 
taurants,” Janes said. 

To accomplish that goal, 
Smoke Free Kentucky 
officials have traveled all 
over the state educating 
people about the effects 
of smoking. In all, the 
group has spoken to more 
than 3,000 people. 

The group had a meet¬ 
ing in Campbellsville last 
month and will come to 
town again on Wednes¬ 
day, Aug. 8, for a presen¬ 
tation at Campbellsville 
Rotary Club’s weekly 
meeting. The meeting is 
for members only, though 
current member can 
invite guests to attend. 
For more information 
about rotary, visit camp- 
bellsvillerotary.org. 

The Smoke Free Ken¬ 
tucky group was invited 
to come to Campbellsville 
by attorney and Camp¬ 
bellsville City Council 
member David Nunery. 

Nunery said Smoke Free 
officials contacted him 
about the initiative 
because he was one of 
several involved with 
drafting the city’s smok¬ 
ing ban. 

He said he believes in a 
statewide ban, if it doesn’t 
include so many excep-

tions that the underlying 
spirit of the ban is impact¬ 
ed. 

Campbellsville City 
Council members 
approved an ordinance 
banning smoking in all 
public buildings in Camp¬ 
bellsville in June 2009. 

The ordinance bans 
smoking in all enclosed 
public places except 
homes, private organiza¬ 
tions that are not hosting 
a public event and retail 
tobacco stores where the 
smoke does not infiltrate 
into an area where smok¬ 
ing is prohibited. 

Violations begin at $25 
for the first offense and 
top out at $250 for the 
third and subsequent 
offenses. 

Anyone who smokes in 
an area where smoking is 
prohibited and who refus¬ 
es to extinguish smoking 
materials may be 
required to leave the 
premises. If they refuse, 
they will be subject to 
prosecution for trespass¬ 
ing. Smoking is also pro¬ 
hibited within 15 feet of 
the main outside entrance 
for the public. 

Nunery said he believes 
the city’s ban is one of the 
best ordinances that has 
been written. He said he 
hopes any proposed state¬ 
wide ban wouldn’t water 
down the city ordinance. 

Jane Wheatley, Taylor 
Regional Hospital CEO, 
says her hospital is a 
smoke-free campus and 
she supports the pro¬ 
posed statewide smoking 
ban. 

She said TRH personnel 
have told Smoke Free 
Kentucky officials that 
they will help with the 
effort in any way they 
can. 

Taylor County Judge/ 
Executive Eddie Rogers 
said county officials 
haven’t been approached 
about adopting a county¬ 
wide smoking ban in pub¬ 
lic places. 

He said some discussion 
was mentioned when the 
Campbellsville City 


Council was in the midst 
of adopting a citywide 
ban, however, but no one 
asked the Taylor County 
Fiscal Court to do the 
same. 

He said he believes 
magistrates would be 
open to discussing the 
idea if it was proposed. 

State Sen. Jimmy Hig¬ 
don, R-Lebanon, said 
there have been several 
statewide smoking ban 
bills proposed during 
legislative sessions. 

“I’m a proponent of local 
control,” he said. 

Higdon said he believes 
communities, like Camp¬ 
bellsville, should be able 
to work together and get 
their own bans passed. 

“It has worked,” he said. 
“It’s a very simple pro¬ 
cess.” 

Higdon said he will be 
glad to study the bill 
backed by Smoke Free 
Kentucky and welcomes 
discussion about it. 

Smoke Free Kentucky 
officials are currently 
touring the state to speak 
to various media outlets, 
individuals and legisla¬ 
tors.
